A recent article from the 
Toronto Star, “the ICE idea”, is 
catching on and it is a very 
simple, yet important method 
of contact for you or a loved one 
in case of an emergency.

Climate Change. 
Global Warming. 
=~ Acid Rain. Oh My. 
With fh apalogtes to L. Frank Baum 

There are fewer things I dislike more 
than a self-serving, attention getting, 
know-it-all, alarmist. The way he plays it, 
Al Gore discovered global warming right 
after he invented the internet. Everywhere 
we go Americans are subjected news and 
updates about the climate change crisis. Is 
there really a crisis? 

Over the course of a generation, Western 
society suffers from numerous “crisis-du- 
jour.” During the Cold War, we built bomb 
shelters in our backyards and schoolchild- 
ren learned to hide under their desks in 
what would have been a useless posture in 
the event of a nuclear strike. After the cold 
war, the Chernoby] disaster fueled fears of 
reactor meltdown in nuclear power plants. 
Chernobyl was a wreck brought on by shod- 
dy engineering and improper maintenance. 
Nuclear fear so gripped our nation that the 
last nuclear power plant built in America 

ts Bar 1, a Tennessee Valley 
project, begun in 1973 but did not 
come online until May 1996. 

After the anti-nuclear power folks had 
their way with our nation's energy produc- 
tion many switched hats to the horrors of 
Acid Rain, Chlorofluorocarbons, and green- 
house gasses. A can of Aqua-net, ask any 
former seventh grader from 1987, just isn't 
the same without its CFCs. Scientists, 
experts, surely even Al Gore, banded 
together to create the Montreal Protocol, a 
treatise on what to eliminate to save our 
planet. CF from aerosol cans and 
refrigerators, were cited as major “green- 
house gasst and banned to save the 
world. However, spotty compliance by sig- 
natory countries, among other things, 
showed little improvement in “global 
warming” despite major economic fallout 
throughout those countries adopting the 
protocol. Read: garbage in-garbage out. 

Before CFC's and nuclear melt-down, sci- 
entists and the media worried about the 
return of another Ice Age due to average 
temperatures dropping annually beginning 
in the 1940s to the 1970s. Remember the ash 
cloud from the Mount Saint Helens erup- 
tion in 1980 that spread throughout North 
America? Remember the fear that, like 
Krakatoa or Mount Vesuvius, the ash would 
block the sun and create a mini-ice age. 
what happened to that? 

Heath crises have their moments too, 
spotlighted by the media over the y 
Cancer, AIDS, smoking and Cancer a 
Killer Bees, West Nile Virus, EEE, 
Meningitis, and Pandemic Flu.

Now, it seems, if you believe it, that we 
are killing our planet with too much carbon

dioxide, We are overheating the earth, the 
polar ice caps are melting, and the end-of- 
the-world is coming. Chicken Little hyste- 
ria notwithstanding, the militant-eco move- 
ment is making great strides into econom- 
ic policy at the state and local levels with- 
out enough evidence on its side. One look at 
the decimated paper industry in Northern 
Maine shows just what can happen when 
eco-maniacs start running amok. 

Ironically, with nuclear power largely off 
the table, America's dependence on foreign 
oil has deepened, the lessons of the oil cri- 
sis in the 70's apparently forgotten. For 
Americans, oil is still cheap. In Europe, a 
gallon of gasoline costs two to three times 
more than in the states, hence their small 
cars and popular rail systems. Prices at the 
pump will need to be very painful before we 
make major changes to policies that per- 
petuate oil dependence. 

America can do a few things on this front: 
find more sources of oil in America, such 
as Alaska. It is not a popular thing, to be 
sure. Constantly protecting the very back- 
bone of this economy by engaging in wars, 
nation building, and so forth in oil rich 
countries hurts America in the end. In a 
nation dependent on oil such as America, 
leaving the supply to chance is tantamount 
to kissing hegemony goodbye. 

America must develop more non-oil fuel 
sources such as hydrogen fuel cells and 
ethanol. Economic incentives, tax cuts if 
you like, should be available for companies 
to pursue the technology, implementation 
and integration into automobile manufac- 
turing, maintenance, and so forth 

Finally, America must start building 
more nuclear power plants. Nuclear power 
is clean, cheap and, yes, safe. A few 
nuclear power plants are on the drawing 
boards even now and Europe, particularly 
Finland and France, have advanced the 
technology. If we stop burning fossil fuels, 
like oil and coal, in power plants then car- 
bon emissions will significantly drop. 

That said, I am all for conservation. Why 
not? Smart conservation combined with 
intelligent development and good business 
practice is good for our environment and 
our pocketbooks. 

For example, even though I do not buy 
into the climate change, sky is falling hys- 
teria I do not own a guzzling SUV. I 
really wanted one, don't get me wrong, but 
I just could not bring myself to pay for the 

pline. Mainly, I am cheap. 

Recently I have begun purchasing recy- 
cled paper products at the grocery store. 

?aper towels, bathroom tissue, and “paper” 
plates made from potatoes and limestone 
represent a smarter way to use resources 
and keep landfills cleaner, smaller, and 
longer lasting. I also compost kitchen 
waste, which is to say, coffee grounds, 


eggs, and the nasty bits off the ends of veg- 
etables. I have a great compost pile in a 
corner of my backyard mixed with lawn 
clippings and fallen leaves. Whenever I 
garden that compost pile comes in handy 
because I am too cheap to buy expensive 
topsoil/fertilizer/crushed shellfish 
exoskeletons to make my plants thrive. 

Recently I even purchased my own basket 
to take on short shopping trips rather than 
using a store basket with day old meat 
drippings or the plastic bags to carry my 
things out. Moreover, I recycle. I'm still 
getting the hang of it even after ten or so 
years got “stickered” for mixing my recy- 
clables just a few weeks ago. But hey, I'm 
working on it. Next up, the incandescent 
light bulb. 

Despite the claims of global warming, We 
still have cold winters. Maine just had the 
largest snowstorm of the year in April (and 
it was the biggest in 10 years). Michigan 
had one too, And don't tell the folks in 
upstate New York about global warming; 
they are still digging out of those twenty 
feet they received one week in February. 
We will probably have to reschedule soccer 
practice this week because of another 
snowstorm blowing through. New England 
had a mild winter, to be sure, but last year 
and the year before were whoppers. A few 
years before that, another mild year. ‘The 
duration of a human lifetime is not nearly 
long enough to gauge the effects of gep- 
physical change. Though we may feel that 
over time our towns feel colder or warmer, 
our perception is limited by our short lives 
and limited organizational memory as a 
species. The duration of man's existence on 
earth is far too short to account for real eli- 
mate change. 

At the end of the day, conservation is 
good; it does not matter whether you do.it 
for the good of the earth or for the good of 
your pocketbook. However, personal 
change is but a small step to reversing the 
wrongs of bad policy. Dependence on for

Post office asks: restrain 
dogs, repair mailboxes 


Safety is constantly uppermost 
in the minds of letter carriers. 

The cold, winter months present 
unique challenges to carriers as 
they make their daily rounds, said 
Donna D. Gill, safety manager for 
the Massachusetts Postal District 
(ZIP Codes 010-019). 

But, now, with the mild spring 
and hot summer months ahead, 
carriers are confronted with new 
obstacles. 

Customers can play a leading 
role in eliminating these hazards 
by taking a few simple steps," she 
said, explaining they can restrain 
their dogs during mail delivery 
times and repair damaged mail- 
boxes. 

National Dog Bite Prevention 
Week and Mailbox Box 
Improvement are being observed 
simultaneously this year, she said, 
noting although May 19 to 26 has 
been designated as the time to 
highlight these two issues "they 
still remain a year round con- 
cern." 

"More than 4 million people were 
bitten by dogs last year, half of 
them children and 3,194 of them 
letter carriers," she said. 

“You can help protect your letter 
carrier, meter reader or newspa- 
per delivery person by making 
sure your pet is properly 
restrained or confined,” she said. 
"Don't think a fence is the only 
answer, especially if a letter carri- 
er or delivery person has to enter 
your yard. Please make sure your 
pet is properly restrained so we 
can safely deliver your mail," she 
said. 

She said the Postal Service is not 
anti-dog, but pro-responsibility. "If 
your dog attacks a letter carrier,

Help our let- 
ter carriers deliver safely for 
you," she said. 

"From nips to bites to actual dog 
attacks, violent dog behavior con- 
tinues to pose a serious threat to 
our letter carriers," she said. 

"Dog bites are a serious prob- 
lem. They cause pain and suffer- 
ing to our letter carriers and can 
disrupt mail delivery. Our letter 
carriers take pride in delivering 
your mail promptly and efficiently 
and that means being able¢to 
approach your mailbox without 
interference from your pet," she 
said. 

She also encouraged customers 
to inspect their’ mailboxes and 
repair or replace worn or dam- 
aged receptacles, 

“This will not only make it safer 
for letter carriers to deliver your 
mail, but it also enhances the 
appearance of their neighbor- 
hood," she said. 

She said some of the typical 
activities that may need to be 
done include: Replacing loose 
hinges on a mailbox door, repaint- 
ing a mailbox that may have rust- 
ed or started peeling, remounting 
a mailbox post if loosened and 
replacing or adding house num- 
bers. 


In another area of safety con- 
cern, she asked parents to caution 
their children about not playing 
near or gathering around mailbox- 
es. “It is extremely important that 
children keep away from mailbox- 
es until after the letter carrier has 
completed delivery and driven 
away,” she said.

SHADY COVE, OR - Rev. 
William A. Leising, O.M.I., age 
94, a Catholic priest, pilot, and 
author, died Thursday, May 10, 
2007, in Medford, Oregon, fol- 
lowing a long illness.

He was born March 31, in East 
Amherst, N.Y. the eldest on 
nine children born to the late 
George J. and Mary R. Leising-

Bonaventure College in Olean, 
NY, he decided to enter the 
Roman Catholic religious con- 
gregation of the Oblates of 
Mary Immaculate at 
Tewksbury, MA in 1933. After 
finishing his theological studies 
at the Oblate College in 
Washington, D.C. he was 
ordained into the priesthood by 
Cardinal Francis Spellman on 
May 27, 1940. 

Fr. Leising received his first 
assignment to the Arctic 
Missions of the Mackenzie, 
Canada, where he spent the 
next twenty-five years. He 
began by learning the 
Chipewayan language. During 
the first ten years he often trav- 
eled by dog sled in winter, and 
boat by summer, to reach the 
missions under his care. 

In 1945, he produced an hour 
long film documentary entitled 
“Arctic Missions of the 
Mackenzie,” with the support of 
Cardinal Spellmen in Yew York. 
In 1949, he was sent to Akalavik 
on the Mackenzie Delta, where 
he was instrumental in setting 
up a radio station which broad- 
cast in both Eskimo and 
English languages. 

In 1950, Fr. Leising obtained a 
pilot's license and began a fly- 
ing career that lasted until 
1965. He also obtained a pri- 
vate dental license, 
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In 1958, Fr. Leising colle 
all his papers and notes, 
wrote “Arctic Wings,” publi 
by Doubleday in 1959.

Reading Gems 


Stones, all available at the 
Tewksbury Public Library. The 
Heartless Stone begins with 
author Zoellner's engagement 
ring being returned to him 
upon the breakup of his rela- 
tionship. Let with a token sym- 
bolic of romance and wealth, he 
explores the culture and indus- 
try surrounding the diamond 
(discovering along the way that 
the idea of the must-have ring 
originated in a 1930's DeBeers 
marketing campaign!). Blood 
Diamonds focuses on the illieit 
diamond trade in Sierra Leon, 
describing how diamonds are 
used to fund rebel campaigns 
and traces their paths through 
complicated networks. Blood 
from Stones is an_ inside 
account from a Washington 
Post bureau»chief unraveling 
the connections of Al-Qaeda to 
diamond smuggling in West 
Africa. Although factual, the 
work reads like a suspense 
novel, complete with illegal 
trading, fleeing the country, 
and CIA cover-ups. 

Readers curious about other 
types of gemstones can pick up 
a field guide like Hall's 
Gemstones, Schumann's 
Gemstones of the World, and 
Simon and Schuster's Guide to 
Gems and Precious Stones. The 
usual rubies, diamonds, and 
emeralds are here, along with 
lesser known (but equally 
intriguing) stones like 
labradorite, moonstone, amo- 
lite, and more. Learn about the 
gemstone hardness scale, spe- 
cialty jeweler's cuts like cush- 
ion and marquise, and how lab 
gems differ from natural ones. 
Anyone interested in seeing 
how these stones made their 
way into high-end fashion 
should browse Loring's Tiffany 
Jewels, showcasing hundreds of 
pieces from the eminent 
designer. The book is ideal for 
people who want to discover the 


inner workings of the famous 
jeweler, or simply browse pho- 
tographs of lavish creations. 

No discussion of gemstones 
would be complete without 
mention of the infamous Hope 
Diamond. Unusual in its size 
(over 45 carats) and color 
(deep blue), this particular 
stone has been at the center of 
a swirling mist of superstition 
and fabulous wealth since its 
discovery in 17th century India. 
The diamond was connected to 
British royalty, jewelers like 
Pierre Cartier, and even Jackie 
Kennedy before its donation to 
the Smithsonian in 1958, where 
six million people flock to see it 
every year. Author Richard 
Kurin set out to separate the 
facts from the fiction in his 
book The Hope Diamond. In the 
process he wrote a fascinating 
history of the stone that many 
have heard of, but few know 
anything definite about. 

After a visit to the Tewksbury 
Public Library, you'll know 
more about the history that lies 
behind the glitter of those jew- 
elry commercials.

bing victims - two young men, 
aged 18 and 19, from Lynn. 
Officers also found that the vie- 
tims’ car was damaged signifi- 
cantly, its windows having been 
smashed by beer bottles. 

‘Two other men from Lynn had 
also been physically assaulted. 
All four were invited guests at 
the combination _ birthday 
party/beauty school graduation 
party 

The two stab victims were 
transported to Lahey Clinic by 
ambulance. One of the victims 
sustained a deep stab wound to 
the thigh and lost a substantial 
amount of blood. The second 
victim - whose wounds were 
described by Neville as more 
than superficial, but not life- 
threatening - was stabbed in the 
buttocks, the lower back, and 
the upper back 

“It appears that the small 
group of youths from Lynn were 
confronted by a larger group of 
Wilmington youths, who had 
not been invited to the party,” 
said Wilmington Police Lt 
Christopher Neville. “We do not 
yet know a motive for the inci- 
dent.” 

While police were at the 
scene, a report came in of 
another stabbing victim on 
Martins Street. The Martins 
Street victim is a 19- r old 
Wilmington youth who was pre- 
sent during the Fox Run Drive 
incident, but was taken to 
Martins Street by a friend. His 
injury included a wound in 
the thigh. He was transported 
to Mass General by Tewksbury 
ambulance and was treated and

According to Neville, no 
weapons were found at the 
scene and police have not yet 
recovered the knife used 

Names of the victims were 
withheld by police. Police are 
engaged in an ongoing investi- 
gation of the incident and are 
conducting interviews of all wit- 
nesses 

Though the incident occurred 
on the same evening as 
Wilmington's Senior Prom, 
police do not believe that any 
high school-aged youths were 
involved or present

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“We did really well at the 
state individual tournament 
especially since it was the day 
after prom,” said Folk. “We 
played the second best doubles 
team in the state and we lost 7- 
5 and that was five games we 
never thought we’d win. 

“We returned a lot of hard 
serves and Alana got a bunch 
in.

where we're not mad at each 
other because once you’re mad 
at your partner, it throws off 
the whole rest of the game.

Perreault, his teacher and 
coach in high school, still is a 
big influence on his life to this 
day. Sheehan is a success story 
today, shifting gears, seamless- 
ly changing careers, and rais- 
ing two young sons that would 
make any high school mentor 
proud. 


Almost a year ago, I attended 
a roast efor retiring TMHS 
coach Dave Mullen in a room 
filled with teacher/coaches 
that influenced the now-balding 
and slightly rounder group of 
former student-athletes. 
Mullen, who taught and 
coached in Tewksbury for 40- 
plus years, was without a doubt 
the athletic-equivalent of Santa 
Claus, taking high school kids 
on cross-country trips too 
numerous to mention. 

The Mullen-led tours went to 
such exotic athletic locations as 
Notre Dame and Wrigley Field 
without batting an eye. The 
high school kids often got 
crash-course driving lessons on 
their learners permit while 
Mullen surveyed the road map. 
Talk about life lessons. No one 
cared about young athletes 
more than Dave Mullen. 

That night in Mullen’s honor 
featured speakers who coached 
past and present athletes at 
Tewksbury High School. They 
included Tony Romano (now a 
principal at Lowell Catholic) 
and Bob Aylward. One has left 
the Tewksbury teaching/coach- 
ing ranks, and one will be leav- 
ing shortly. They are missed 
already and the ink isn’t dry on 
their TMHS retirement papers. 
How many post-30 (or even 40) 
year-olds do you think this pair 
has influenced over the years? 

A teacher/coach can set a 
messed-up kid straight, or let 
his or her parents know some- 
times where a problem might 
exist. In a perfect world, any 
high school teacher will work 
with parents, and the young 
person will thrive, listening and 
learning along the way. 

High school success or failure 
can influence you for a lifetime. 
Life’s condition can include 
death, disease, loss, success, 
divorce, diversity and the abili- 
ty to thrive under just about 
any condition. You can learn in 
high school to prepare for the 
unexpected. This guide-path led 
by some teacher/coach can 
include perseverance, guid- 
ance, motivation, learning, con- 
fidence and various assorted 
life skills. You know all about 
those skills, right? They could 
be the ones that you missed 
when you were too busy talking 
to listen. 

That high school learning 
experience should never be 
taken lightly. Personally, I 
know that I could never have 
survived a life that has been 
touched by something unex- 
pected at almost every turn if it 
were not for several teachers 
that influenced me some 35 
years ago. Sometimes it can be 


as simple as a shoulder to cry 
on when you think that being 
16-years-old is just about the 
worst thing in the world. 

So, with all this soul-search- 
ing and thinking about just 
what makes one’s life tick 
comes the idea of running a 
column that I first penned in 
1992. What I wrote back then, I 
still believe strongly in to this 
day. Nothing much has 
changed (except for some unex- 
pected life-blips), and this par- 
ticular teacher/coach’s (John 
Perreault) influence remains 
steadfast. I have a tendency to 
hold dearly to some of life’s 
early lessons. 

Before the reader begins 
moaning about another column 
‘about some dead guy, think 
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ting down to write this column. 
It’s much more than that. Too 
often, young people neglect to 
cherish someone or something 
before it’s gone forever. 
Memories can be fleeting, but a 
lesson learned can, and should 
be, forever. 

When I approached the late 
Captain Larz Neilson in 1975 
with an idea for a four-page 
sports section featuring high 
school athletes, I’m sure I men- 
tioned the fact that I'd like to 
emphasize the positives, while 
learning from any losses and 
failures that the athletes of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
might encounter along the way. 
We all learned and listened 
together.

Bring 
your own Kayak (or Canoe! ). 

* 2-3 p.m. Stage Island Hike 
(meet at Parking Lot 6) 

Take a tour of a seldom vis- 
ited area of the refuge along the 
stage island pool. Learn some 
of the early history of the 
refuge as you walk along 
Ipswich Bluffs and are treated 
to breathtaking views of Great 
Neck and Grape islands. 

So what is the piping plover 
and why is such care taken to 
protect it? It is a small, sand 
colored, shore bird that nests 
on the beaches and due to its 
many predators and human 
encroachment on its natural 
habitat, has found its way onto 
the threatened species list, one 
step below the endangered 
species, 

Toniolo describes the baby 
plovers as “cotton balls on 
legs.” 

She added, “They get more 


attention because they nest in 
areas heavily used by people. 
They are light colored and 
blend in the sand and call the 
beach their home.” 

Toniolo added that the birds 
and the eggs are well camou- 
flaged. However, there are no 
nests per se as the birds only 
dig shallow holes in the sand to 
lay the eggs. 

The plovers need to stay very 
close to where the eggs are 
hatching to protect the young 
from the heat of the sun. If they 
leave the nesting area for too 
long a period the eggs will cook, 
get stepped on by humans or 
eaten by pets and other preda- 
tors. 

Toniolo said, “The natural 
predators are the sea gulls, rac- 
coons and fox that are attracted 
by the trash left by people.” 

To protect the birds, the 
rangers and naturalists who 
work at the refuge have devised 
what is called an exclosure wire 
fence that will keep the preda- 
tors away from identified nest- 
ing sites. However, the wiring is 
large enough to allow the birds 
free roam of the island. 

According to Toniolo, if the 
natural predators are not 
enough of a problem, the birds 
will sometimes nest too close to 
the water and the eggs will get 
washed away by high tides and

storm surges. The cages can't 
protect against that eventuality. 
“Plovers, as are all wild 
birds, are protected by the fed- 
eral wildlife laws,” Toniolo said. 
She added, “They have 
intrinsic value as wildlife.” 
‘Toniolo noted that the babies 
eat insects and small crus- 


taceans and can usually be seen’ 


feeding along the seaweed line 
or in the mudflats. 

According to the website 
(parkerriver.fws.gov) the Parker 
River National Wildlife Refuge 
was established in 1942 primar- 
ily to provide feeding, resting 
and nesting habitat for migra- 
tory birds. Located along the 
Atlantic Flyway, the refuge is 
of vital stopover significance to 
waterfowl, shorebirds and song- 
birds during pre- and post- 


peri 

Toniolo said that in the 1940's 
the focus was on protecting the 
black duck. Over the years other 
species have also received spe- 
cial protection. 

According to Toniolo, the 
sanctuary at Plum Island was 
started in the 1920’s by the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
using a bequest from former 
Stoneham resident Annie Brown 
to buy 1,500 acres. 

Because the land is a refuge, it 
is an area where the observant 
hiker can spot all kinds of 
wildlife. These include deer, pere- 
grine falcons, beavers and fox. 

Activities at the festival are 
free. However, on other days 
admission to the refuge is $5 per 
car load or $2 to walk or bike. An 
annual pass can be purchased for
